can help materially by explaining the 
purposes of this campaign to the chil­ 
dren and urging the p**ople through 
them to contribute. 
In Hondo most of 
the soliciting was done by a committee 
of high-school girls, and the children 
themselves contributed a considerable 
percentage of the amount collected. 
The need of these suffering people is 
great. They need food, shelter, cloth­ 
ing, reeds for planting, and farming 
implements. The purpose of this cam­ 
paign is to provide for all their neces­ 
sities and to assist them in rehabilitat­ 
ing their lands so they can again be­ 
come self-sustaining.
